Any American with a Bpnric ot patriotUm 
In his makeup must feel a bit humiliated 

- by two major defeats the United States and

world's defenses ngalnst Soviet -Chinese 
communist power, 

Not only should the American people feel 
eorty and resentful for the shabby way 
President Elsenhower has been treated, but 
they should be oshamed that this country, 

. for numerous reasons, has permitted itself 
to get into iRictt s patlteCfc predicament. ' 

■ la being called everythlnB trom a "weak- 
ling" to (L "rat," it has been the Preaident'a 
misfortune to suffer most of the humilia- 
tion. , ' 

Let no one try to place the blame for 
our present awlcward position on any par- 
ttcuiar party. In one way or another, both 
poUtlcai parties and the American people 
. themselves have been responaiblo for per- 
mitting Uils country to be out-smarted by 
the Russians and Red Chlneae. 

It ihould be significant that some of this 
country's greatest Democratic leaders are 
supporting President Elsenhower during 
the trying: ordeal ha has endured; Tliey 
knov he Is sincerely dedicated to the pro- 
Biotton of world-wide peace and that both 
political .parties must share the blame for 
any bungling of such pursuits. 

Thty Imow it's not President Elsenhower 
personally that Is being condemned and 
ridiculed by Russia, Red China and fanatlbs 
In iTapan, ercn though he has been the chief 
target of all the vUlflcatfon. 

, It's the United States at which these 
communist critics are spitting their venom, 
and everyone knows It. I?or that reason, even 
'u k general election approaches, ,we hesi- 
tate to'piBy partisan pontics' with' anything 
so dangerous as our present predicament. 
As Amerfcans, we must Join farces imder 
*«ny such circumstances to meet our ad- 
yertarles as best we can. 
\ • • • 

' Official Washington, as the Associated 
Press reported, Tlews the cancellation of 
President Elsenhower's Tlstt .to Japan as a 
"dlplomatlo catastrophe." 

Privately, Washington authorities have a 
'feeling which ranges all the way from 
anriety to disgust over tha way the Presi- 
dent's goodwill mission has been turned In- 
to hostility, bitterness and defeat. They 
blame blunders and bad handling on tht 
Allied side and shrevrd, nitniess exploita- 
tion by leaders of the communist bloc. 

Any way we Ibok at It, our present pre- 
dicament li nothing to be - minimized. By 
now it should begin to dawn upon us that 
our nation-wide complacency Is unwarrant- 
ed—that actually We are Uvlng In a fools' 
paradise. It should be obvious that Russia 
and Bed China no longer are afraid of us. 
In fact, they are calling the shots and put^ 
ting us in our place, with the result that we 
have lost lace among the world powers, 

We no longer should take comfort In the 
belief that no country would dare to start 
an atomic war for fear- of Its own selt-de- 
atructlon. It takes someone Just like Khrush- 
chev, who already la being described as a 
"mad dictator," to'set oft the first explosion, 

- Once started, death and destruction would 
be so vast and hatred.so Intense that end- 
ing hostilities before almost total dcstruc- 

■ tlon might be next to Impossible. 

If we re smart, this possibility should be 
given sober consideration. : . 

The American people are well aware of 
their, own complacency. They know they 
.. have been.goollng-off. It has been pointed 
out to them time and time again, with

The water for the Milner 
lowlttt canal is controlled' by 
pumping station across the rest 
voir from the dam. 

Keeping tlie oroper amount of 
water constantly iIowinB, accord- 
Ins to tlie dolly orders lie receives 
from the canal company olllces. Is 
a constant chore and Is affected 
by many things— even wind and 

. Ho explains that wind deals 
them one of their biggest head- 
aches. It seems that the contrary 
Idaho wind will octually shift a 
vast amotmt ot water obout the 
reservoir, altering the level of 
woter at the release gates. When 
the wind changes, the caretaker 
must Ulce this into account, rc- 
meosure the output «( water in a 
gauge house, and moke allowances 
In the water gate adjustm-ent. . 

Moss growUiK In the river, espe- 
cially between Decio and the Mini- 
doka dam areas, deal them some 
trouble, too. Sennour explains the 
moss starts to gron* In. the river as 
soon as- the weather gets warm. It 
builds up In the stream, building, 
In eltcct. a botanical dam. When 
the water pressure gets Wrong, the 
moss will give away and release 
the backn'ater. ' creating a slight, 
minor flood in the reservoir. It is 
enough to- alter the level ot the 
reservoir and - necessitate a gate 
change.

As a physldan. I am greaUy 
disturbed by the lojuillces and 
harxUhlps that arise Irom misuse 
of the vttcotlon period. 

By directing your attention to 
some ot thew, I wondetei if I 
might not help you to avoid or 
correct any that might arise In 
your household. 

TO begin, I want to state two 
general prlndples, neither ot 
whtch will win the unanimous ap- 
proval of the vast majority ol 
fomlltes. 

The flrit ti that, for Ihe worfc- 

: and wage esmer, the vacation 

: essentially a tirlef period of con- 
valescence. 

It is intended primarily to gtvi 
the Individual an oppOilunlty U 
recover from the wear and tear of 
continuous toil. 

The second, that the vacationing 
Individual should plan the brlel 
period of convalescence so that It 
does not add to the wear and tear 
Imposed on others In the house- 
hold. 

Perhaps my meaning will be- 
>me clearer If I personalize 
what I am trying to convey. Let's 
start with our first principle. 

'Well suppose that the vacation- 
Inft Individual Is the father, who 
la entitled to he away from his Job 
or_ dMk for two or three weeks 
with pay. HiB-iK3t-way-for-the 
wage earner to recover from.the 
wear and ttor of 4B or so weeks 
of work Is a matter ot Individual 
choice. 

My plea to each family group, 
partially in Its self-lnlercit is: 

If Dad wants to toat, let him. 

If he wants to Indulge In some 
sort of activity, let him fhh. hunt, 
Bwlm. golf or whatever to r 
heart's content. 

And'tl he wants to be alone 
If he preten to play with hla 
pals, for Heaven's sake '■ — " 
alone with the. lUds. 

When he returns' from what^ 
ever It Is he enjoyed, hell love 
and appredate you and them oil 
the more. 

And when the couple of weeks 
pass all too quickly into history, 
he'll tackle wtutever It Ig ha hu 
to with redoubled. vim, vlgilr and 
vitality. 

So much for tny first prlndples 
of vacatlonbg and benefits they 
hold for fellow males. 
' I want here and now to direct 
attention lo the second general 
principle that requires planning ot 



vacntlons so that addillonal wear 
arid tear Is not Imposed on non- 
vacatlonlng members ol the house- 
hold. ■ 

Ut me personsllze wh^t I' 
Ing to convey. 

Consider the plight ot the wife 
and ' mother whose huiband and 
children are 'eagerly looking tor- 
ward to their respective periods ot 
vacation. 

So long as the chlldrtn continue 
going to school, they kill vacation 
about » third ot the year. 

At best, this means liter rKlnj, 
disruption of housedeinlng rou-. 
tine. stBt^gercd brcakluls, limcti- 
eoit guests, all-day radio and TV, 
frequent Interruptlaiu for unsched- 
uled trl[is to and from friends' 
homes, the pool, the beach, club 
meeting*, picnics, cook-outs, the 
movies, ball games and parties. 

It means one or more dally trips 
to markets or ahopplnE center ' 
replenish raided larders, coi 



, Ihe dflny and confus- 
ion of the.tvenlng mcnl with Iti 
added starters," all-nli[ht~Tad I D~nnd 
TV, nightly hassles about retiring: 
Complaints will come Irom the 
'orklng wage earner o( negligence, 
followed by requests to be "a pal," 
pay him some attention. Join him 
in whatever recreation or amuse- 
menf. seems to suit his fancy at 
the moment. 

Now it's my contention that any 
vacation that Imposes this type ol 
prolonged stress and strain on an- 
other member of the household, 
and most eipeclolly the wife and 
mother, Is a bad family. Invest- 

My plea to each family' group, 
partially In Its self-interest, Is to 
organlie the vacation period to 
lessen the burdens of housekeeping. 

At rhk ot further alienating 
many modem child psychologists, 
I'd suggest a start be made by 
enforcing diiclpline. assigning defi- 
nite duties to vacationing children, 
rewarding work that's done com- 
petently'and promptly and penal- 
Idng work that's done sloppily or 
UnlUy. 

Then to wrap up the entire par- 
cel. Initiate a cooperative effort lo 
get the household running with 
such ettldency that the wile and 
-lother Is free to resume her role 

1 -pal" when her man gets hh 

icaUon. 

I'll admit It soiimU like a pipe 
dream. But maybe It's worth a try. 
And It may save doctor's bUh 
liter.
